SACRAMENTO, Oct, 24.—Asserting 
that “the vital principles of our 
tion are at stake” in the coming 
Presidentia! election, Governor Friend 
W. Richardson today issued a for- 
mal statement urging all Californ- 
jans to go the polls November 4, 
so that Calvin Coolidge may secure 
a majority in this State. 

The Governor's statement follows: 

“The coming election is not a 
contest between men who seck 
the Presidency; it is not a con- 
est between political parties for 
power and patronage. The con- 
test a week from Tuesday is a 
contest in which the vital prin- 
cipals of our nations are stake. 
It is a contest between those who 
stand for our Constitution and 
the best traditions of our coun- 
try and those who would tear up 
the very foundations of our tem- 
ple of lfberty. This is a govern- 
ment, as Lincoln said, of the peo- 
ple, for the people and by the 
people. It is a government of 
checks and balances. It is a gov- 
ernment with a Constitution ‘le- 
signed to protect the minority anil 
insure justice to all. 

“The wisest part of our govern- 
ment is that giving the Supreme 
Court of the United States power 
to determine the constitutionality 
of the legislative acts. There must 
be an umpire or similar official 
in every game. If the bleachers 
could overrule the umpire, then 
anarchy would” reign—then mob 
rule would supersede the rules of 
the game.”
